Whether yop are to in* 
praised or blamed by others; whelher it will 
seemingly make you richer or poorer, or 
whether no other person than yourself knows 
of your action ; still, always, and in all cises. 
do the right thing. Your first lessons in 
this will sometimes seem hard ones, but they 
will grow easier and easier, until, finally, do¬ 
ing the right thing will become n habit, and 
to do wrong will seem an impossibility. 

Standard of Charity. —Men measure 
their charity by a peculiar standard. A man 
who has hut a dollar in his pocket would 
give n penny for almost any purpose. If he 
had a hundred doilers he might give one : 
carry it higher and there comes a falling off. 
One hundred would be considered loo large 
a sum for him who has ten thousand, while a 
present of one thousand would be deemed 
miraculous from a man worth one hundred 
thousand—yet the proportion is the same 
throughout, and the poor man’s pennv, the 
widow’s mite, is more than the rich man's 
high-sounding and widely-trumpeted bene¬ 
faction.

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Old Customs Continued. —In some parts of 
the South the customs incident to the old re¬ 
lation of master and slave are maintained by 
employers and their (ree laborers. Among 
these is the barbecue, or grand feast given an¬ 
nually to the hands of the plantation. A 
correspondent describes such an entertainment 
recently provided by two proprietors in Geor¬ 
gia. There were oxen, hogs and sheep roasted 
whole, fowls varied and abundant, and a pro¬ 
portionate supply of pies, vegetables and 
fruits. About three hundred people dined 
sumptuousl >, the white proprietors and their 
friends, eating with as good an appetite as the 
blacks. 

^ hy Prices Keep Up. —Notwithstanding 
the abundant crops and the large arrivals of 
grain at Chicago, there is little abatement in 
prices recorded. This is partly accounted for 
in the fact stated, that the supply of money 
in that market is ample, the banks there being 
daily in receipt of currency from New York 
city. It is this money from New York that 
holds up the price of grain, and keeps it out 
of the seaboard markets until holders here 
have run off their stocks on hand, laid in at 
high figures. 

Praying Machine. —Among the curiosities of 
the Paris Exhibition was a Buddhist machine 
for saying prayers. It was a small square box 
with a handle to turn at one side, attached to 
a barrel, on which were fastened twenty pray¬ 
ers. When a prayer was to be offered, the 
ctank was turned, and the work was done ;— 
and done, we will venture to suggest, just as 
effectually as it is done by many human pray¬ 
ing machines, in which the heart is not found. 

Mysterious Murder.—A mysterious mur¬ 
der and abortion case has transpired at Lan- 
singburg, near Troy, N. Y. A carriage passed 
through the streets containing a woman cry¬ 
ing as if in distress. Officers started in pur¬ 
suit, when the girl was thrown out of the win¬ 
dow and picked up dead by the roadside.— 
Signs of an abortion were discovered, and two 
men have been arrested, also a woman 
charged with having committed the crime. 

A Tragedy in a Milliner’s Shop.— Joseph 
Zumbuch went into a Cincinnati milliner's 
shop and desired to see a young girl employed 
there, with whom he was desperately in love. 
Being refused, he produced two daggers, and 
requested that one should be handed to her 
so that she might die with him, and before the 
remaining weapon could be wrested from him, 
he plunged it into his heart, and fell to the 
floor a corpse. 

Messages hy Air. —A pneumatic dispatch 
has been started in Paris. A series of iron 
tubes, sixty-five millimetres, two and a half 
inches in diameter has been laid down from the 
central office in the Ituo de Grenelle, St. Ger 
main, to the Hotel de Postes, and back again 
to the central office. Each cylinder may con¬ 
tain as many as forty despatches, and a new 
one is sent off every ten minutes. 

Several Styles. —At a recent baptism of 
nine persons in Derby, by a Methodi.-t 
minister, fdur modes of baptism were prac¬ 
ticed. Two of the candidates stood at the 
water’s edge and were sprinkled ; some went 
into the water a little way, knelt down and 
had water poured on them; others went in 
waist deep and had water poured on them, 
and some were immersed. 

Good Idea. —A lady, being anxious to 
give a friend who had never seen Edinburgh an 
idea of the great height of the buildings in 
that city, said that a workmen, accidentally 
falling off the roof of a house in which she 
had resided, had time, after passing several 
windows in his descent, to exclaim to a friend 
looking out of one, “Oh, Jamie, such a fall as 
I shall have.” 

Effect of the Cholera. —On rumors of 
cholera at Naples, the populace rushed in a 
mass to the abode of a fortune teller called 
the Sybil, massacred her and cut her into 
morsels. The authorities have suspended the 
march of troop6, fairs, and even the examina¬ 
tion of students. At Naples, all ships coming 
from Leghorn, are placed under quarantine. 

To the Point. —The Litchfield, Ct., Enquir¬ 
er, to which a reverend gentleman recently ad¬ 
dressed a long letter defending the spy system, 
replies as follows : “Would you think it prop¬ 
er to use similar means of detection in sup¬ 
pressing houses of prostitution to those you 
employ for the suppression of rum-shops ?”

She 
plays some two hundred tunes on the melo- 
deon, with great precision of time, and is pos¬ 
sessed of a strong musical voice. 

An Ugly Tenant —An animal six inches 
long, with scales like a fish, has been removed 
from the stomach of a young lady in Jefferson, 
O., but another living object, ns large as a 
man's fist, remains and cannot be removed 
withontun incision in the body of the woman. 
This object sometimes comes to the woman’s 
throat and almost strangles her. 

Singularly Poisoned. —Peter W. DeKrieg- 
er, of Quincy, Ill., was poisoned while hand¬ 
ling the dead body of Henry Voth, who re¬ 
cently hung himself, and is lying dangerously 
ill from the effects of it. The virus was re¬ 
ceived through a slight scratch upon one of 
his fingers coming in contact with the froth 
of the mouth of the deceased. 

Country Ain for Cities. —An English 
genius has devised a plan for supplying the 
residents of crowded cities with fresh air from 
the country, hy means of pipes. All people 
will have to do will be to turn a faucet, and 
inhale the scent of the hay and daisies, in¬ 
stead of the foul exhalations of the slums and 
sewers of a filthy metropolis. 

Rather Singular. —Thpre is a man in St. 
Paul who is singularly afflicted. One side of 
his head never sweats. The perspiration 
rolls off of the left side of his face in drops, 
while the right side is entirely free from mois¬ 
ture. He attributes the phenomena to disease, 
which he says stopped up the pores of his face 
on that side.

Wrongs of the Indians. —The commission¬ 
ers sent out to make peace with the Indians 
find considerable difficulty in doing so. The 
red men have been cheated, robbed and mis¬ 
used by Indian agents, and very naturally dis¬ 
trust the white men. In a recent council at 
Fort Sully where Gen. Sherman met a num¬ 
ber of friendly Indian chiefs and had a talk, 
one, “Just Like a Beur,” said : 

“ We talk among ourselves and send word 
to our good father, (the President), but we 
are afraid that the words drop. The only way 
to get a word there is to go there with it. Ev¬ 
ery winter we die; we starve to death. We’ve 
got no arms to kill with. I help our father. 
I go to war for the whites. I want to be with 
white people, and be rich. I thought that the 
hostile Indians would suffer, out they do not 
suffer as much as we do. We are harder off 
than ever before. Our children are starving. 
I will stick by the whites as long as they will 
stick by me. That’s the reason 1 go with them, 
but it looks as if they wanted to starve me to 
death. All the white people on the river buy 
our furs for half-price, nnd sell them for much 
money. White men traders come here and 
stay, and make children. I raise them as my 
own. They are now ragged and got 
clothes. I’ve got 200 of these children. We 
own all the land from Devil s Lake to 1 ipe 
Stone Quarry, through the Black Hills to the 
Yellowstone. There are six bands here to-day. 
We’ve given none of it away. It is no use to 
ask where is our land. It’s all ours.”

VERY CO UR I’ABLE WIDOW. 

Some hundred years later we find a Sir 
John Saulsbury of Llewenny Hall, marying 
a ward of Queen Elizabeth, Katharine of 
Berayne, then only 14 years old. She was 
an heiress, and a descendant in the fifth gen¬ 
eration from Owen Tudor and the Princess 
Katharine of France. On Sir John's death, 
in 1567, his widow followed him to the grave, 
and going to church was escorted by Sir 
Richard Clough, the owner of property in 
the neighborhood, formerly in the service of 
Sir Thomas Gresham, and at that time a very 
eminent merchant, jn returning home after 
the burial, she was attended by a young gen¬ 
tleman of property, named Morris Wynn.— 
He perceived the widow to be not very in- 
consulule, and fired by her charms, profiled 
by the opportunity to whisper a tale of love 
into her ear, and finally asked her to be his 
wife. She by no meaqs startled at this oddly 
timed proposal, civilly declined the offer, say¬ 
ing she accepted a similar one from Clough 
on her way to church ; but probably observ¬ 
ing young Wynn to be much cost down at 
her refusal, and being a large hearted, com¬ 
passionate woman, she sought to console the 
rejected lover by the assurance that if she 
survived Clough, Wynn should be her third 
husband. This promise she duly kept, when, 
three years later, she was a second lime a 
widow. Again, a third time, did she outlive 
her husband, and a fourth time became a 
wife, marrying a Mr. Edward Thelwall, also 
a Denbigshire man. The husband survived. 
So numerous and influential were the de¬ 
scendants of this Katharine of Berayne that 
she was long known by the title of Mart. 
Cymry, or mother of Wales.— Memoirs of 
Viscouni Combemcre. 


THE INTERIOR OF ABYSSINIA. 

An English trader who has travelled in 
the interior of Abyssinia describes two se¬ 
rious dangers—fire and water—which would 
threaten the expedition now being organized 
by the British Government to invade that 
country. As to the second, he states that 
streams only six inches deep in the morning 
will often by evening, during the rainy weath¬ 
er, he so flooded that a whole army would he 
deslro)ed ; nnd, unfortunately, it is along 
these river beds that the army must march. 
As to the first danger, he says thut should 
the army proceed further than Magdula, there 
are three places along the route through 
which the expedition must pass, where 100 
woodcutters or a few practical quarrymen, 
could construct in two days, a perfet cut de 
sac, by which the whole army could he de¬ 
stroyed by setting fire to the woods on both 
sides the pass, near the “sac,” or by letting 
off a number of small mines simultaneously 
among the overhanging rocks, which would 
roll down by thousands, and crush both man 
and beast in the torrent below. He himself, 
with some rich merchants, escaped pursuit 
from some Abyssinintis who were following 
them, to murder and plunder them, by setting 
fire to the woods about six miles from their 
camp. “We escaped, but the escape was ter¬ 
rible. Our enemies were never heard of, 
und, the grass and low shrubs of the sur¬ 
rounding neighborhood being dry, the tire 
extended far and wide, destroying the corn¬ 
fields, villages, and even the cattle grazing 
on the plains. The sight I can never forget, 
but with all its grandeur 1 should not like to 
see it enacted again. In the rains it is almost 
impossible to set fire to the Abyssinian 
woods, but in summer, btfore or after the 
rains, in certain places which I deline to 
mention, I could destroy a whole army with 
a box of matches.”

On the other hand, suppose you could 
save a few cents by the operation, do not 
think you are doing right by making your 
money in one place and spending it in anoth¬ 
er. Suppose every one should pursue this 
policy, where would the enterprise of your 
town or city be in a few years?

California Silks.— Among the as yet 
undeveloped sources of weullti in California, 
must he enumerated silk-growing, a branch 
still in its infancy, but full of promise for the 
future.

How to Feel the Pulse of the Horse.— 
This is best felt where the artery passes over 
the edge of the jaw bone.
